which has about the most glamorous reputa- 


tion of any group 


of crime-busters in the 


world, is meeting this week in Copenhagen— 


in secret, of course. 


Its discussions on -internation- « 


al eviledying are presided over 
by a thin-lipped, bespectacled 
man of 59 who has had more 
than 40 people sentenced to 
death, 

He is Richard Leofric Jack- 
son, head of Britain’s Criminal 
Investigation Department — and 
Assistant Commissioner of Scot- 
lond Yard. He will be president 
of Interpo! unt!! 1964, when hls 
four-year term will be up and 
someone else will be appointed 
in his place. 


Legal training 

Jackson, policeman — extra- 
ordinary, is not a policeman by 
troining. He set out to be @ 
lawyer—a logical choice since 
his father had been Leader of 
the Bar In Calcutta, where Jack- 
son was born. 

After an Eton = education, 
Jackson studied law, did well 
and was called to the Bar in 
1927 when he was 28, 

Six years later, he joined the 
jstaff of the Director of Public 
Prosecutions, who Inaugurates 
all major prosecutions by the 
Crown. He was there 13 years 
before jolning Scotland Yard. 

Contrary to novelish ideas, the 
top jobs at the Yard do not go 
to coppers who have worked 
themselves up from the. beat. 
The Yard favours trained legal 
minds, who can assess whether 
‘evidence is Ilkely to lead to a 
successful prosccution.

‘Many of the top criminal 
operators‘ would be shocked to 
know how much of thelr private 
lives was tn-Interpol’s infor- 
mation folders, 


New ideas 


Some of the organisation's 
most useful work 1s carried out 
at the yearly conference. 

Criminals are progressive 
people, always on the lookout 
for new ways of being anti- 
social, They can fasten on to a 
lot_of nasty Ideas Ina year. 

This week at Copenhagen, 
those new methods ore being 
analysed by cool, informed men 
like Jackson. Then they go back 
to thelr countries to put their 
newly-acquired Information Into 
practice. 

Asa result, by next year's 
conference, a few more white 
slavers, a few more International 
swindlers and quite a lot of 
smugglers of gold, drugs and 
watches will be troubling the 
world no longer,
